Neither doth anie miniſter of the word, that I heare,denie by ſubſcription to allow the booke 
concerning the Articles, & ſumme of our faith, but what lawes do exa&,or enioine moſt willing- 
lie hane theic offered to performe. And no cauſe is there whie we ſhould notſo doe : the auRors 
ofthe ſame do moue; the ſoueraigne authoritie, whereby it was eſtabliſhed, and is vpholden,doth 
mous; but the neceſſarie,and al Chriſtian doErine there-in compriſed , doth moſt of al moue vs, 
notonlie in heart to like thereof, but with mouth alſo,and euerie waie to praiſe it, and to glorifie 
the goodnes of God for the ſame. Our fore-fathers manie of them deſiredto ſee that, though it

or a more intollerable at the general iudgement, which is neere at hind, ſhal come, it will not 
be to our griefe that we haue belecued, preached, and profeſſed the trueth which the Church of 
England at this daie doth hold, but that we haue not liued there-after, we ſhal repent, and pubs 
liſhing the Goſpel of peace, haue yet bine contentious, we ſhal repent; and being ſeruants toone
